The 
battle fleet of the United States navy 
was there, and so were representa­ 
tives of the states, of num erous 
cities and of many foreign nations. 
Automobile cavalcades from Ore­ 
gon, Utah, Wyoming, Mexico and 
Canada, as well as from parts of 
California, joined in the great pa­ 
rade, with bands, floats and fiesta 
units. John Thomas, noted baritone, 
and a cast of 3,000 presented a

The Golden Gate bridge is a single 
deck suspension bridge, the longest 
single clear span in the world. It is 
6,450 feet in length from end to end, 
and 4,200 feet center to center of 
piers. It crosses over San Francisco 
bay at a height of 250 feet and con­ 
nects San Francisco by highway di­ 
rectly with the redwood em pire of 
Northern California.

8 next. 
Thus died the m an 
who, starting wrdh a 
$4 50 a week job, fought his way to 
the very top of the financial world, 
created the vast Standard Oil trust 
and built up one of the biggest pri­ 
vate fortunes ever recorded. 
Disturbed by ill health, John D. 
retired from active business in 1911. 
Some 
time 
before 
that 
he 
had 
switched from accum ulating wealth 
to giving it away. 
The giving was 
done systematically, and represent­ 
atives of the family interests esti­ 
m ate that his own benefactions be­ 
tween the years 1885 and 1934, both 
inclusive, totaled $530,853,632. 
Mr. Rockefeller’s body was taken 
from Ormond Beach to his estate 
at Pocantico Hills, Tarrytown, N. 
Y., and there the funeral rites were 
conducted by Dr. H arry E m erson 
Fosdick of New York city. 
Next 
day the off king was laid to rest in 
Lake View cem etery, Cleveland, be­ 
side his wife who died 22 years ago. 
Only two of Mr. Rockefeller's chil­ 
dren survive him. 
They are John 
D. Rockefeller, Jr., beild of Hie busi­ 
ness since the father retired, and 
Alta, wife of E. P arm alee Prentice. 
There are eight grandsons and five 
granddaughters.

Apple growers in the United States 
are now producing almost as many 
apples as were grown on 
prat;t id ily 
twice as 
many trees 25 
yeras ago 
says IL P. Gould, fruit specialist o f 
the Bureau of Plant Industry. 
Back in 1910 then were 151,300,- 
000 apple tri es of bearing1 age, 65,- 
800,000 which had not reached bear­ 
ing age, but the average production 
was only 
102 bushel* for 
each ..cee. 
By 1925 
there 
were only 103,700,- 
000 trees of bearing age, 34,300,000 
which had not reached the bearing 
age, although the average yield pi r 
Tee 
had 
been 
boosted 
to 
1.76 
bushels. 
In 1935 the number of 
bearing 
trees had been reduced to 82,500,000 
trees of bearing age, 17,500,000 o f 
nonbearing age, 
and the 
average 
yield pet tree was 1.64 bushels. 
The decrease 
in the 
number o f 
trees apparently has been in non­ 
commercial areas, says Mr. 
Gould. 
This probably accounts for the im­ 
proved average in production, and 
butter, I the result of better care for the or­ 
chards in the commercial areas. 
Another notable trend reported by 
Mr. Gould is the shift in production 
leadership 
from 
the East 
to the 
West. 
In 1917 Washington 
State 
first exceeded New Y’ork in apple 
production. 
Since 1921 
W ashing­ 
ton has held the lead consistently and 
now is producing two to three times 
as many apples a* any eastern S ’-'te.

Canaries 
require

special mixed seed.

eral reliable bran#!* of bird seed on 
t he marki t, but it always pays to buy 
the best. 
Never give your canary 
hemp c e ti as 
it is 
fattening, and 
causes it to moult too frequently, 
and spoils its song. 
Let the bird 
have a bath 
every 
morning if he will take it, and cove* 
the cage at night, in case it grows 
cold. 
Do not put him outdoors. Ca­ 
naries are rai*#*#i indoors and are ac­ 
customed to an equable tem p eratu re. 
Canaries usually moult in August 
and November, and are much m ore 
susceptible to cold at that time.

If they are too numerous, rub 
mite exterminator at the back of th* 
bird's neck, untier the feathers and 
next to the body under the wings. 
I he cage should be large and airy. 
Ke**p it clean and sweet, also see that 
it is always dry. Supply the bird with 
plenty of gravel, a* this is necessary 
for digestion; re#| gravel is the best 
as it contains iron, which tones up 
stimulates the bird. Always keep 
a pi#*#*#* of cuttle bone in th#* cage for 
th#* bird to sharpen his 
bill on, 
to 
keep it from getting too long; th# 
bird likes its taste, as it is salty.
